Through various official channels the de- 
‘partment of state has been informed that 
the demands made by Russia upon China 
as conditiens precedent to the withdraw- 
al of Russian troops from Manchuria were 
of such a nature as to violate Russia's 
previous guarantee of an “open door pol- 
icy in China and imperil America’s im- 
portant and growing interests in the threat- 
ened province. 

The United States promptly protested. 
Thereupon Count Cassini, the Russian am- 
bassador, went to Secretary Hay and cat- 
egorically denied the statements of Rus- 
sia's demands upon China, which were the 
basis of the American protest. 

The ambassador’’s private declarations, 
made in the nome of his government, were 
oral. There was no record. Mr. Hay wrote 
a graceful note to Count Cassini, express- 
int regret that the United States should 
‘have misunderstood the policy of Russia 
in Manchuria, and so managed, without 
'violating the official proprieties, to put the 
ambassador on record publicly. 

This is regarded in Washington as one 
of the most deft and delicate strokes of 
modern diplomacy, for the secret assur- 
ances thus revealed do not harmonize with 
reliable reports which have come from the 
far East. 

John Hay was born in Salem, Ind., on 
October 8, 1838. His father was a physi- 
cian. His Scotch ancestor, Adam Hay, 
was a soldier in the war for independ- 
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ence and a personal friend of Washing- 
ton. Young Hay was graduated at 
Brown university, and then began the 
study of law in the office of his uncle, 
Milton Hay, of Springfield, Ill. Abraham 
Lincoln's law office was near by. Mr. 
Lincoln used to drop in on his neighbor and 
discuss politics. In that way the youth 
came to know the future President. 

After Mr. Lincoln's election he invited 
Mr. Hay to live tn the White House and 
assist his private secretary, Mr. Nicolay. 
The President became strongly attached 
to his young helper. There were sleep- 
less nights when he would go through 
the corridors of the White House to 
Hay’s room, sit on the side of his bed 
and read to him for hours. Later on the 
served in the civil war with the rank of 
major. 

After Mr. Lincoln's assassination he 
was appointed secretary of legation at 
Paris, being in charge several times. Ir 
1867-68 he was secretary of legation and 
charge d'affaires at Vienna. In 1869 he 
was apopinted secretary of legation to 
Spain. While in Spain he wrote his 
charming book, “Castilian Davis.“ 

Returning to America in 1870, Mr. 
Hay became an editorial writer for the 
New York Tribune. Horace Greeley re- 
garded him as one of the most brilliant 
men on the Tribune staff. During that 
time he wrote Little Breeches and his 
other famous verses. So deep was the 
impsearion he mids ‘uring ns five years 
of journalism that, in a later time, he 
was in complete control of the Tribune 
for seven months during Whitelaw 
Reid's absence in Europe. The history 
of Lincoln which he wrote in collabor- 
ation with Mr. Nicolay greatly enlarged 
his literary reputation.

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“STATEORNAMENTS 


While They Have Their Uses 
Subordinates Do Most 
of the Work.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—Cabinet mem- 
bers think they have big jobs, and they 
do. 

There are no greater business organiza- 
tions in the world, for instance, than the 
treasury department and the postofflce de- 
partment. 

The state department, of late years, 
mixes in about every foreign entanglement, 
and the department of justice slashes 
trusts that have hundreds of millions of 
capital. 

The agricultural department looks out 
for the wants ot the farmers of th wage 
States, who feed half the universes, 
the interior department has under its con- 
trol tracts — 1 greater in extent than 
kingdoms tha us in hi 

Still, when * the cabinet members are 
out of the city, the machine of the govern- 
ment goes pounding along and nobody 
misses them. 

It was an old and famous correspondent 
who said to a ne woabinet member at a 
dinner: 

We are all glad to see you, but you 
must excuse us if we are not perceptibly 
impressed. You see, we are here for good, 
and you fellows come along for a little 
time and then drop out and, really, we 
meet so many of you that it is quite.im- 
possible to get excited.“ 

And it was an old and famous army of- 


ficer who said, perhaps, at a dinner, too: 
The secretary of war lasts four years 
or less, we are in the army for forty.” 

A cabinet member is a useful, person ot 
some extent. He has dignity and is in a 
position to advise the Fresident. To be 
sure, the President does as he likes after 
hearing the advice, but that is expected. 
The point is that the advice is given. 

Then they are the responsible heads of 
their departments. They sign the most 
important letters. They are all able men 
who have made successes. in business and 
in the law. 

There is a general disposition to call 
John Hay a statesman. he designation 
fits him closer than it does any of the rest 
of the recent cabinet, but, if a President 
has a cabinet made up of good business 
men, with a lawyer or two, or three, he 
can get along very comfortably without 
statesmanship in his official family, for it 
goes without saying that he is a states- 
man himself. 

At the best, the members of the cabinet, 
who are the heads of the various branches 
of the government, furnish the fireworks 
for an administration. They. do an im- 
mense amount of work of one kind or an- 
other, but most of that work is predigest- 
ed. That is, it is done before they get a 
chance to do it. 

Every department has its two or three, 
or dozen, men who have been in their sub- 
ordinate positions for years. They are the 
mainstays of the government. They know 
everything. When there is a knotty point 
these men decide it. They are the right 
hands of the _ secretaries. They stay 
through all administrations. 

So, when it is 2 for a cabinet 
member to go on a vacatlon or to spend 
the heated term in thé mountains or at 
the seashore, the bureau chiefs and the 
superintendents to division go plugging 


mt bulk of the work of the govern- 
ment is detail. The rules are hard and 
fast. Everything is done by regulation. 
Many cabinet members have tried to cut 
the red tape and failed. Things go by 
route. Every paper must have the 
requisite number of indorsements. Every 
letter must have the roper initials. 
Every order for payment must be ac- 
companied by a voucher. 

Everything must be clear to the au- 
ditors. It is as relentless as death. These 
systems cannot be broken down. It 
grinds on day after day, as if there 
were no such things in existence as cab- 
inet members. s mone is counted. 
The books are balanced. he letters are 
written and copied. The recommenda- 
tions are forwarded. The purchases are 
made. The money is spent. The business 

oes over the desks of the clerks and 
hen to the chiefs and the superintend- 
ents in, an endless stream. 

A cabinet member is a law unto him- 
self. If he wants to go fishing, he goes, 
and that is all there is to it. e knows 

business of the government is safe. 
he has to do is to designate an 
4 secretary.“ and it won't matter 
doesn't come back for a month or 
acting secretary, who is al- 
ways an assistant cabinet minister, signs 
the routine letters and keps the ma- 
chine in motion. He ig not expected te 
formulate policies or to work out theories 
He is there for business. and is sup- 
posed to let the extraordinary matters

President is told. 

All the departments are kept open dur- 
ing the summer vacation season. The 
overnment is liberal with vacations, too. 
t gives avery clerk 30 days’ leave each 
years, and allows 380 days for sick leave 
without loss of pay. The clerks go on 
their vacations in relays. 

The buruea chiefs agncwich in their 
leaves. N , too, @ bureau or a 
division chief is off, a. is a chief clerk 
or an assistant chief left on duty who 
knows his business, and he acta while 
his chief is away. 

There is no shortage of employes. Each 
department has enough competent men to 
take charge in almost any emergency. The 
government is a liberal employer. It does 
not expect too much of its men and women 
and it sees to it that there are always 
enough persons capable of assuming au- 
thority in ev ery line. 

Every man's duties are fixed by law. He 
is required to do every certain thing in a 
certain way. There is no initiative. 

N y can jump in and be brilliant. If 
that should be tried there is always a cold- 
blooded auditor or division chief up above 
who will ask, Where is ur authority“ 
If the authority is not forthcoming, the 
brilliant person gets to be very uncomfort- 


able.

comes from Kishineff adds to the horrors 
that hhve already been told in the slaying 
and torturing of the Jews. The blackest 
deeds of Nero's reign, the horrible infilc- 
tions of the dark ages are not so frightful 
as the atrocities visited upon the Jews of 
Kishineff during the three days of terror. 

That the outbreak had long threatened 
is clear. For years a Kishineff newspaper 
has increased the race hatred with fiendish 
energy. And the anti-Semitic feeling has 
always been terribly strong. 

Kishineff is a prosperous city of about 
140,000 people, almost in the geographical 
center of the Province of Bessarabia, of 

hich it is the capital. The city is north- 

est of Odessa. Bessarabia is a land of 
vineyards, of agriculture. Its people live 
out of doors and they are famous for their 
stature and their physical strength. 

The commerce of Kishineff is in the 
hands of the Jews, who make up a third of 
the population. The Jews ure the scholars 
of the city as well as its merchants. While 
their places of business were somewhat 
centered, their homes were scattered all 
over the city. 


The Outbreak 
Incited by Papers. 


The inborn, hereditary Russian hatred for 
the Jews was intensified in Kishineff by 
jealousy of their prominence and: prosper- 
ity. Hence the newspaper that made it a 
business to increase this feeling had many 
readers.

“She continued fairly well until mid- 
night lest night, when a sudden serious 
change took place and death followed so 
soon that there was mo time to send for 
me or other intimates and old friends. 

“Svbil could hardly be recognized; her 
changed appearance was due to her con- 
tinued illness: her once famous beauty was 
gone. and her body was cruelly distorted 
by the effects of the slow atrophy of the 
liver and other complications, but her sick- 
ness and trouble did not diminish the qual- 
ity of her voice which retained until the 
last few days the birdlike quality for which

Sent to Post-Dispatch. 


A committee of eight prominent business 
men waited upon Circult Attorney Folk in 
his office Saturday and presented him with 
the solid silver loving cup purchased with 
contributions from the people of St. Louls 
through the medium of the Post- -Dispatch. 

James T. Palien, spokesman of the com- 


mittee, 
that the cup was given as an evidence of 
the hearty approval by the law-abiding 
people of St. Louis of Mr. Folk's course in 
prosecuting law-breakers. 

Mr. Pahen pointed out that the cup rep- 
resented the spontaneous offering of several 
thousand contributors, as the amount sub- 
scribed came largely in nickels, dimes and 


quarters. 

“Mr. Folk has shown,” said the speaker, 
„that the state has rights, a fact which 
has been overlooked for some time.’ 

At the corfclusion of the presentation 
speech, three cheers were proposed in hon- 
or of Mr. Folk and given with enthusiasm. 

Mr. Folk made an appreciative reply. 
He said that he would always treasure the 
cup, not so much for its intrinsic value, as 
for the sentiment that prompted its pre- 
serfation and as an evidence that good 
cithens approve of the effort be made 
to bring about a better condition in mu- 
nicipal and state affairs. 

“Political affillation.’’ contiued Mr. Folk, 
“cannot be made a vicarious atonement for 
crime. Officials are not elected to prose- 
cute only political opponents, but to en- 
force the law impartially against all of- 
fenders. 

“As strange as it may seem, the state has 
some rights. We hear much of the rights 
of the accused, but nothing at all of the 
rights of the public. The rights of the pub- 
ue are sacred and should be carefully de 
fended.

NEW YORK, May 16.—Andrew Carnegie 
has given away to date to cities, towns, 
individuals and institutions, for 
purposes, $90,912,228. 

Within the past year Mr. Carnegie has 
given away the largest sums since he be- 
‘gan the distribution of his surplus in- 
come. 

More than one-third of the total 
given to“ his native Scotland and to the 
city in which he grew from a telegraph 
messenger boy to the greatest fron master 
of the age and in which he laid the foun- 
Gation of his vast fortune. 

To Scotland, where Mr. Carnegie now 1s, 
at Skibo Castle, the sum, of $17,713,790 
was donated, and Pittsburg received $18,- 
804,000. 

If the amount contributed to Allegheny 
4s included with that to Pittsburg the 
total for the two cities is $19,199,000. 
Very little money has gone direct to 
the maintenance of charitable institutlons. 
Mr. Carnegie does not @plieve in support- 
ing paupers or other dependents, his whole 
purpose being to help men and women to 
be self-sustaining.

for Europe of on April 24 last.

Noah Webster's definition of the lobby 
given 7% years ago is not different from 
the popular and practical understanding 
of that word today. 

Contemporaneous lexicographers might 
elaborate its significance by adding that 
the lobby stands for corruption. 

In the Missouri legislature, as the grand- 
jury revelations have shown, these ele- 
ments are of the same flesh and blood. 
Their common bond is money. 

In ringing platforms the dominant polit- 
ical parties have acknowledged the lobby’s 
bondage. Freedom has been promised, but 
the Forty-second General Assembly closed 
with no sign of performance. 

It remained for the prosecuting authori- 
ties of St. Louls and Cole County to demon- 
strate the power of the lobby and what it 
has done to suppress popular degislation 
and promote that which is of its own mak- 


Biennialy the assembly meets to trans- 
act the state’s legal husiness. 

Laws are to be made, revised, amended 
or abolished, according to the neefis of the 
great commonwealth whose interests they 
are designed to protect. 

Legislators and 
Railroad Passes. ~ 

This is the occasion when the lobby pre- 
sents itself. It is seen as a body of men 
who visit the state capitol for the specific 
purpose of influencing legislation. 

The important nature of their mission 
may be gauged from the community of

The lobby merely smiled at’ this move. 
In the first place it was unwilling to be- 
lieve that the public would be so gullible 
as to be drawn into a trap where a pre- 
mium would have to be forced upon hon- 
esty. 

In other words the state would say to the 
lawmaker: = 

“We will give you a pass, so you will 
not be under obligations to the railroad 
companies. 

But,“ replies the legislator, how about 
my friends? Goodness knows they must 
be supplied.“ 

And the state answers: 

We can’t do anything for them.“ 

The legislator is duly furnished with 
transportation and to his surprise he finds 
that it is good only on some branch line. 

Again he makes inquiry, only te learn 
that he cannot compel a raliroad company 
to surrender property; that the Oliver 
resolution applied only to charters grant- 
ed from new branch lines or extensions, 
so that he must perforce seek the lobby if 
he would go home without paying railroad 
fare. 

Under the terms of the Oliver resolution 
the railroads would be exempt from the 
constitutional provision which makes the 
bestowal of passes a misdemeanor pun- 
ishable by fine or imprisonment. 

For all the sixty-ride tickets, 2000-mile 
books and regular trip tickets issued at the 
late session the railroads were not wholly 
responsible.

Killed John Green During an Expedi- 
tion Against the Indians and 
Must Now Pay the 
Penalty.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., May 16.—After 30 
years of freedom, Cesario Manchaca is in 
the clutches of the law, charged with a 
murder committed during July, 1873.

An interesting symposium of opiniofis on the power of 
press has been made public through the World's twentieth anni- 
versary number. 

Mr. Cleveland, on the first page of “The World's Own Story 
for 20 years,” expresses the bellef that “as a general rule the 
influence of newspapers in leading the judgments and determin- 
ing the conduct of readers has greatly diminished in recent 
years.” : 

On the last page of the same section Justice Brewer testifies 
to the great power of the press in determining popular judg- 
ment and conduct on three main lines: (1) forming a more per- 
fect union “by bringing the American people into a more inti- 
mate acquaintance’; (2) in grappling with social conditions and 
questions the press informs and inspires every effort’’; (3) in the 
evolution of the court of public opinion “the press does mighty 
work. It collects the universal opinion, announces its con- 
clusions and whirls them against all, for gloo mor glory. These 
facts speak most for the upiift of the nation, and in each the 
press has been one if not the great factor.“ Justice Brewer 
could as justly have credited the press with similar influential 
work in promoting international amity and progress.

This is certainly a possibility. It is not an improbability. be- 
cause there have been senatorial financiers before Mr. Bailey to 
whem this has happened. At times it has been exceedingly 
awkward for them and more awkward still for the future of 
the country. 

Let Mr. Bailey consider this possibility. Let his constituents 
consider it. They are welcome in doing so to all the evidence

Publicity and ra- 
tional discussion are the levers that move the civilized world. 
With its more enlightened and independent readers multi- 
plying rapidly in numbers, its increasing facilities for gathering 
and distributing news, the modern independent press as a factor 
in human_¥progress is growing steadily in power and in com- 
parison with the old partisan press is as an electric searchlight 
to a tallow dip. Its influence is measured by its truthfulness, 
independence and reasonableness.

They Are All Dusky Amazons 
and They All Fight 
Like Tigers. 


OAKLEY, Miss., May 16—A curfous sort

of lovemaking is that indulged by the 
female prisoners on ‘the convict farm here. 
While they never get a chance to hear a 
word of love from the men they admire, 
among themrelves they discuss their swains 
and are as jealous of them as though they 
had been afflanced for weeks, 

The farm is also an infirmary farm. It 
is isolated and a@ords the state plenty of 
opportunity to care for prisoners, and dis- 
cipline them, too, if necessary, without 
their walls reaching the public ear. Mere 
thirteen women work side by side with 
the seventeen men in the fields—regular 
field hands. All are colored. They only 
cultivate 300 acres, most of which is in 
cotton. ‘There are 1800 acres used for 
pasture and hog lots for state cattle and 
hogs and 1000 are rented out to private in- 
dividuals. Corn, peas, barley and sugar 
corn are also grown. 

The farm is superintended by Maj. W. 
C. Chatham, a former member of Quan- 
trell's band. He is a strict disciplinarian, 
but the convicts all like him. 

The women make really the better field 
hands, said Maj. Cheatham. “They do 
not plow, but they do everything else. They 
need punishment, like the men, sometimes, 
and they get it like the rest of them, but 
we do not whip so hard nor give so many 
blows. Only one woman ever tried to get 
away. We turned the dogs loose, and she 
was not able to even get off the plantation. 
Sometimes they get lovesick and we have 
to haul them up with @ round turn. When 
they get the blues they are hard to handle 
for a little while, but we bring them 
around all right. The greatest trouble is 
the gossiping. In spite of everything they 
will gossip, and then there is trouble. 
They will fight among themselves. They 
Acht desperately, too.

The United Railways preferred was in 
line with the Transit stock and suffered 
a loss from $80 a week ago to $78 at the 
short session yesterday.

The United Railways 4s had but 
alrly established themselves as a sta- 
ple article around $85.50, when the weak 
ness in the junior iseves carried the 
bonds down to $84.50 towards the close 
of the week.

Long before the physician arrived Mrs.

HOPKINSVILLE, Ky., May 14. 


STENTISTS the world over are astonished at the remarkable dis- 


covery in this county, 


a few days ago, of the graveyard of a 


race of prehistoric giants, whose bones, after the lapse of cen- 
turies, have been disinterred. About 150 skeletons of persons 
of giant size have been taken out. 
An expedition led by Prof. Warren K. Morehead, curator of 
the Department of Archaeology in Phillips Academy at Andover, 
Mass., has just completed a preliminary search. The result is 
that now. by the upturning of the sod we know that the mound- 
bufiders were like. At last prehistoric man, in his giant size, stands revealed, a mon- 
ster of strength and vigor, powerful, with huge fangs in his head whereby he tore the 
raw flesh he feasted on and with thews and sinews of a size unknown today. 
These were not the remains of Indian giants that have now been found. The 
2. shape of the akulls of all Indians, establishes the fact that they were of another 
earlier race. 


Perhape they were white men who lived in the Mississippi valley 100,000 years 


ago, They may have antedated the Indians by many centuries. 


In their dress it is 


nésumed that these mound-buflders somewhat resembled the Indians, wearing feathers 
and* ornamenting themselves with war paint. Their implements in many cases are 
like those of the Indians, although in Kentucky a few days ago, tools were found 
beside the giant remains whose use was unknown.

Day after day Prof. Morehead’s party 
tolled on the farm, each day bringing * 
light more relics.

The secrets of past ages were 
opened and light poured beck into the cen- 
turies long dark and mysterious. History’s 
— ight was turned upon the prehis- 
toric. 

Many most tnteresting facts were learned. 
In some of the graves were the imble- 
ments of war and pedce uted by the giant 
race. Some of the weapons were carved of 
flint: rude they are, to be sure but earved 
with exceeding skill. 

In nearly every grave a clay bowl was 
found. Some of these boWls have & gallon 
capacity whilst others will hold scarcely a 
quart, but all evidently had been supplied 
with something good to eat for the delecta- 
tion of the spirit of the dead. In ‘each 
bowl were several mussel shells, highly 
polished—the spoons of the ancient giants. 
Most of the bowls were provided with 
handles, which fact shows that the civill- 
zation of the giants had deyond 
the mere utility stage, for a handle may be 
classed as a luxury. | 

That the ladies, likewise the @entlemen, 
of those prehistoric times delighted in or- 
namentation of their persons is proved by 
the discovery of various ernaments in the 
graves. Wooden beads were there, having 
withsteod the lapse of centuries. Disks 
cut from E ait) nares Ares 
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been strung together for ornamentation— 
perhaps as necklaces to grace the belles of 
those days. Other ornaments were found, 
made of stone. 

There were pipes also. Much skill in carv- 
ing these stone pipes was evident. The pipes 
always carried a figure of a man or a 
woman. in some positton. Queer imple- 
ments and ornaments intended to hold 
feathers were also found. 

The graves were not regularly laid out. 
Some face one way and some another. in 
most graves several persons were buried, 
space economy being aparent. Sometimes 
two persons were laid with thelr heads in 
the same direction, then another placed in 
the same grave with his head pointing the 
other way. 

Near the hand of each man was placed 
the weapon common to him in lte, so that 
his spirit might be ready for whatsoever of 
conflict arose beyond the grave. 

Top, bottom, sides and ends of cach grave 
were protected by thin slabs of stone,

cut or eplit, and the source of these slabs is 
still a mystery. Some of these grave-cells 
were built so short that the bones of the 
dead had to be broken in order to make the 
bodies fit into the receptacles. Several 
skeletons were found with bones thus bro- 
ken, their legs apparently having been dou- 
bled under. All the graves are exceedingly 


narrow and it is evident that the bodies 
were crowded into the space. Earth sifting 
in between the seams of the slabs had filled 
each grave. When the top stone was lifted 
it was found that this earth completely 
covered the skeletons, and it was removed 
with smalf hund trowels. 

Many of the larger bones a! are in a state 


of excellent preservation. The small bones 
of the hands and feet, however, crumbled 
to dust when exposed to the air after so 
mamy centuries. The enamel of the teeth 
preserved those interesting parts from de- 
cay, and the excavators were startled to 
find splendid rows of teeth, perfectly sound 
and white, gleaming from the blackened 
jawbones of these disinterred ancients. The 
teeth, unusually large, suggested the size 
of the men who, in past ages, used them 
for rending the flesh of beasts and the nuts 
and vegetables of the land. 

Prof. Morehead is of the opinion that 
the skeletons belong to a race of ancient 
mound builders, perhaps contemporaneous 
with the men who bullt the great mounds 
of St. Louis and of Cahokia, across the 
river from the World's Fair city. 

The scientists who were in Hopkins- 
ville and its vicinity inspecting these 
relics stated that the skeletons were 
not those of ordinary American In- 
dians, inasmuch as the back of the 
skull would have been flattened had 
they been Indians. It was the custom 
of the Indians to bind their babes to 
boards, to be slung on their mother’s 
backs, and the board nearly always 
caused a flattening of the back of the 
tender skull.. These Christian County 
skulls are all normally shaped.

Mr. Francis never tefore appeared in 
such a rig.

He would be the last man 
in the world to depart from the dign'fied 
dress of a plain American, which com- 
mands respect im all parts of the eurth, 
und he despises the syncophantic hangers- 
on at European courts, with their ruffles.

At the same time, Mr. Francis dtscov- 
ered when he got to England that if he 
was really going to advance the cause of 
the World's Fair he would have to get into 
knee breeches and buy a cocked hat and 
a pair of silk stockings. He rebe'led against 
the idea and endeavored to ascertain if he 
could not meet the King of England in 
ordinary evening dress or any other cos- 
tume commonly worn in the United States. 
But Mr. Francis was informed that the 
rules of the Eng ish court were inflexib’e. 
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It was “up to” Mr. Francis, therefore, 
to either get into knee breeches or sacrifice 
the interests of the World's Fair. As soon 
as this as clearly established he did not 
hesitate a minute. He went to England in 
the interests of the Fair and he was not 
going to allow little things like a pair of 
knee breeches and a cocked hat to interfere 
with his mission.

At 16 years of age. while his companions 
were taking life easy, Hwnt was teaching 
schooi in Troy township, and as a teacher 
he inaugurated many new ideas. He taught 
school at Pierceton, Lagwill, and in i800 
was selected principal of the Columbia 
City schools.

all over Iowa. 

At that time he boarded with, the rnother 
of Frank Hatton, afterward postmaster- 
general of the United States, and her ad- 
vice and teaching had much to do with 
his success. All this time the people of 
Columbia City wondered if Smith Hunt 
was dead or aHve. From Mt. Pleasant 
Hunt was appointed superintendent of the 
Des Moines schools. and later was elected 
president of Ames College. 

In a few years he went to Seattle, 
Wash. He had very little money, not much 
more than he needed for his daily expense, 
but he bought the Daily Post-Intelligen- 
cer, organized a stock company and in a 
short time was paid 518.000, which he at 
once put into the plant. In the conduct of 
the paper his wonderful executive ability 
was again demonstrated, and it was not 
long until he had made it one of the best 
papers on the Pacific coast. He was the 
original boomer of Seattle, and the story 
of that boom is a world-wide story. Hunt 
became interested in almost everything, 
railroads, steam railways, mines, street 
railways, was a director in half a dozen 
financial institutions, president of a bank, 
a stockholder in dozens of companies. In 
politics he was the boss of the state. 

The United States senatorship was of- 
fered to him, but he declined it and then 
dictated the election of the senators. His 
word was law and as good as gold. Gener- 
ous and affable, no man in the state of 
Washington had more friends than he. 

Then came the panic of 1888. Values went 
to crash and there was a financial mourn- 
ing all over the West. Mr. Hunt left Seat- 
tle owing $1,200,000 with nothing to pay it. 
But he sent word back that some day he

And no man in whom Mr. Mills 
was interested left the ingtitution without 
enough in his pocket to provide him with 
meals and lodging for a week at least. 
Many of these released men were sent to 
Mills’ factory and given work. 

Mr. Mills provided thé jail with a plano, 
fitted the chapel with curtains and other 
properties, so that the prisoners have fa- 
cilities for giving almost any kind of ama- 
theatricals, and interested wealthy 
friends’ in the Improvement Association 
Journal, the jail newspaper, which he 
founded. Now the newspaper has $5000 in 
the bank and is upon a self-supporting 
tasis. 

After doing all this Mr. Mills became a

Oblong ingots of the odd value of $9.43. $16 
and $40.07 are a part of this issue, all of 
which are very rare. 


Oregon was a contributor in 1549 of $5 and 
$10 pieces, known as heavier money and 
“Mormon” coins of the value of $2.50, 35 
and $10, originated in Utah, all within the 
necessity period. In the early Gs Colorado 
issued a number of varieties of $2.50, $ and

It is practically impossible for one today 
to obtain a complete collection of the pri- 
vate and territorial gold coins of the United 
States.
